A public works program under 
taken by the government at a cost 
fixed tentatively at $3,300,900,000, 
part of which would be expended 
through loans from th# Reconstruc­ 
tion corporation.

Rainey was 
expected to sign the measure soon 
after noon today, but th# weather 
prevented his flying here from Co­ 
lumbus, O., where he delivered an 
address last night, and he la not 
expected back at the capitol until 
late tonight, so that his signature 
may not be affixed to the gaeasure 
until tomorrow.

Relief fro m state and lo cal taxes fo r three years 
is asked by II Interurban railro ads, who se request 
has been presented to the Jo int legislativ e taxatio n 
co mmittee. 
In the plea it was sho wn that the 27 ro ads in o pera­ 
tio n last year, with mo re than 1,100 miles o f track, 
had an o perating deficit o f nearly $900,000, with no 
pro v isio n fo r taxes amo unting to mo re than $600,000. 
Only t third o f these ro ads earned in the year any 
part o f their current taxes, and they represented less 
than a sixth o f the to tal mileage and slightly mo re 
than IS per cent o f the to tal o perating rev enues. 
In the last fiv e years 19 co mpanies with mo re than 
900 miles o f track hav e been abando ne<l and there 
is pro spect o f further abando nments unless relief is 
pro mptly giv en. 
It is a distressing situatio n the state and div isio ns 
o f go v ernment face at a time when they need new 
so urces o f rev enue. Many to wns hav e lo st no t o nly 
car serv ice but taxes paid up till abando nment o f 
lines, and no w there is the pro spect that many o ther 
co mmunities will suffer lo sses.

One provision, calling 
for reduction of the present gaso­ 
line tax for roads b y one per cent 
per gallon and relevying the same 
amount for poor relief, is included 
in most of the recommendations 
The one-cent levy for relief also 
would b e made on kerosene and no 
exemptions would b e allowed on 
gasoline. 
A one-cent tax is esti­ 
mated to yield $ 10,000,000. 
Gasoline Tax Suggested. 
Senator Whittemore also has ad­ 
vanced the one cent gasoline and 
kerosene tax. He has Insisted that 
a poor relief and schools program 
should b e financed for $ 20,000,000 to 
$ 22,000,000. He would raise the re­ 
mainder from the present cigaret 
tax with all forms of tob acco pro­ 
ducts added and from a cap b eer 
tax of two cents. This, however,

further school economies, 
supplemented b y a personal earned 
iucome tax to raise $ 10,000,000 and 
increases In the Intangib le tax rates 
for a total yield of $ 25,000.000, all 
for school purposes. Half the In­ 
come tax yield would b e returned 
to the taxing district in which It 
was collected, while the other $ 5,- 
000,000 together with the $ 25,000,000 
from intangib les, would b e distrib ­ 
uted to the school districts ou the 
b asis of their average daily school 
attendance, to provide $ 20 for each 
elementary pupil and $ 35 for each 
high school pupil. 
Relief for Real Estate. 
As relief for 
real estate, the 
Guusett i^an would 
ab olish 
the 
present 2,65 mill school levy and 
reduce the maximum real estate 
rate from 15 mills to 11 mills. 
Representative J. Freer Bitten- 
ger (D.) of Ashland county, former 
house minority leader, presented a 
program to raise

It 
calls for $ 7,000,000 annual revenue 
from each of three sources; cigaret 
and tob acco tax, cosmetic tax and 
earned income tax. 
The Joint committee was prepar 
ed to start consideration today of 
arlous tax b ills which were intro­ 
duced in b oth houses b efore the re­ 
cess.

Because of new inventions 
and discoveries, it is often neces­ 
sary for a large numb er of per­ 
sons to change job s frequently. To 
adapt himself adequately to such 
changes, a man must have a knowl­ 
edge of fundamentals. Chemistry, 
b y showing 
the composition of 
materials, the reactions of results 
of various comb inations of mater­ 
ials and the importance of scienti­ 
fic 
discoveries, 
provides 
this 
knowledge of fundamentals, and is 
therefore justified as a high school 
course. 
Chemistry Is of vital interest 
to all industries. Quite often a new 
process, discovered b y chemists, 
means dividends rather than losses 
to a company. Managers of many 
industrial plants 
are 
chosen b e­ 
cause of their knowledge of chem­ 
istry, although their duties may 
not actually require them to em­ 
ploy their knowledge in research 
work. 
Chemistry Important Science 
“Chemistry 
is undoub tedly the 
most 
Important 
of s c i e n c e s . 
Through chemistry has b een de­ 
veloped all the materials that have 
made possib le the advantages of 
our modern civilization.

To 
adapt himself adequately to such 
changes, a man must hare a knowl­ 
edge of fundamentals. Chemistry, 
by showing 
the composition of 
materials, the reactions of results 
of various combinations of m ater­ 
ials and the importance of scienti­ 
fic 
discoveries, 
provides 
this 
knowledge of fundamentals, and in 
therefore justified as a high school 
course. 
Chemistry Is of vital interest 
to all industries. Quite often a new 
process, discovered by chemists, 
means dividends rather than losses 
to a company. Managers of many 
industrial plants 
are 
chosen be­ 
cause of their knowledge of chem­ 
iatry, although their duties may 
not actually require them to em­ 
ploy their knowledge in research 
work.

s c i e n c e s .
